The baby’s cardigans and jumpers illustrated In this book have 
each been designed with four variations and may be made in any 
of seven favourite Patons yarns. 

The variations are as follows — 

1a (inside front cover) High Buttoning Cardigan with Long Sleeves 
1b (inside front cover) High Buttoning Cardigan with Short Sleeves 
1c (front cover) Medium Buttoning Cardigan with Long Sleeves 
Id (not illustrated) Medium Buttoning Cardigan with Short Sleeves 
2a (back cover) Jumper with “V” Neck and Long Sleeves 
2b (Inside back cover) Jumper with “V” Neck and Short Sleeves 
2c (Inside front cover) Jumper with Round Neck and Long Sleeves 
2d (inside front cover) Jumper with Round Neck and Short Sleeves

Abbreviations (Knitting) 

K = Knit; P = Purl; si * slip: psso = pass slipped stitch(es) over; tbi = through back of loops; y bk = yarn back — take 
yarn under needle from purling position into knitting position; y ft yarn front — bring yarn under needle from knitting 
position into purling position; y fwd = yarn forward — bring yarn under needle, then over into knitting position again, thus 
making a stitch; yon = yarn over needle — take yarn over top of needle into knitting position, thus making a stitch; yrn = 
yarn round needle — take yarn right around needle into purling position, thus making a stitch; "MV* = Make 1 — pick up loop 
which lies before next stitch, place on left-hand needle and knit (or purl) into back of loop; alt = alternate; beg = begin or 
beginning; cont = continue; dec = decreases of decreasing; foil = following or follows; Inc = increase, increases or 
increasing; inci = inclusive or including; 0 = no stitches, rows or times; patt = pattern; rem = remain, remains or 
remaining; rep = repeat; st, sts = stitch, stitches; tog = together; cm = centimetre/s; ins = inches; Garter st = every 
row knit: Stocking st = 1 row knit. 1 row purl; Purl fabric = 1 row. purl. 1 row knit (purl side Is right side). 

The first row is always the right side of the work unless otherwise stated. 

When instructions read — “Cast off 2 sts. K2“ (or similar stitches), the stitch left on the right-hand needle, after casting off. is 
counted as one stitch.

1b (inside front cover) High Buttoning Cardigan with Short Sleeves. 
1c (front cover) Medium Buttoning Cardigan with Long Sleeves. 

Id (not Illustrated) Medium Buttoning Cardigan with Short Sleeves.

1 pair each 4.00 (No 0) and 3.25 (No 10) Milward or Patons 
Beehive Knitting Needles; A Stitch-holder for High 
Buttoning Cardigan; Milward Tapestry Needle for sewing 
seams; 7 Buttons for High Buttoning Cardigan; 4 Buttons 
for Medium Buttoning Cardigan. 

TENSION — 22Vi sts to 10 cm (approx 4 ins) in width 
over stocking st. 

ABBREVIATIONS — See page 3. 



first — Check your tension 
HIGH BUTTONING CARDIGAN (la. 1b) 

BACK. Using 3.25 (No 10) Needles, cast on 49 (55-61 -67) 
sts. 

1st row — K2. * PI . K1 . rep from * to last st. K1 . 

2nd row — K1 , * PI , K1 . rep from * to end. 

Rep 1 st and 2nd rows 3 times. 

Change to 4.00 (No 8) Needles and work in stocking st 
until work measures 9 (11.5-13.5-15.5) cm ... 3V2 (4%- 
5V4-6) ins ... from beg. ending with a purl row.

Shape raglan — Cast off 2 sts at beg of next 2 rows. 

Dec at each end of 3rd (next-next-next) and alt rows until 
17 (19-25-27) sts rem, C and D only — then in every row 
until (19-21) sts rem. 

A and B only — Work 1 row. 

All Sizes — Cast off. 

LEFT FRONT. Using 3.25 (No 10) Needles, cast on 25 
(27-31-33) sts. 

Work 8 rows rib as for Back, B and D only — inc in last row 
...25 (28-31-34) sts. 

Change to 4.00 (No 8j Needles and work in stocking st 
until work measures same as Back to underarm, ending 
with a purl row. * * 

Shape raglan — Cast off 2 sts at beg of next row. 

Dec at armhole edge in 4th (2nd-2nd-2nd) and alt rows 
until 14(15-18-20) sts rem. 

Shape neck — Cast off 4 sts at beg of next row. 

Dec at armhole edge in next and alt rows 5 (5-5-6) times in 
all, then in every row 0 (0-3-3) times, AT SAME TIME dec 
at neck edge in next and alt rows 3 (4-4-5) times in all ... 2 
sts. 

A and B only — Work 1 row. 

All Sizes — K2 tog. 

Fasten off. 

RIGHT FRONT. Work to correspond with Left Front. 

LONG SLEEVES. Using 3.25 (No 10) Needles, cast on 29 
(31-31-33) sts. 

Work 8 rows rib as for Back. 

Change to 4.00 (No 0) Needles and work 4 rows stocking 
st. 

5th row — K2, "Ml", knit to last 2 sts, "Ml", K2. 

Inc (as before) at each end of foil 2nd (2nd-4th-4th) rows 
until there are 43 (37-47-51) sts, B only — then in foil 4th 
rows until there are 45 sts. 

Cont until side edge measures 12.5 (15-18-21) cm ... 5 
(6-7-8V4) ins ... from beg. ending with a purl row. 

Shape raglan — Cast off 2 sts at beg of next 2 rows. 

Dec at each end of next and alt rows until 9 sts rem, then in 
foil row ... 7 sts. 

Cast off. 

SHORT SLEEVES. Using 3.25 (No 10) Needles, cast on 
43 (45-47-51) sts. 

Work 8 rows rib as for Back. 

Change to 4.00 (No 8) Needles and work 4 (4-8-8) rows 
stocking st. 

Shape raglan as for Long Sleeves. 

LEFT FRONT BAND. Using 3.25 (No 10) Needles, cast on 
9 sts. 



1st row — K2, (PI, K1) 3 times, K1. 

2nd row — K1 , (P1 . K1 ) 4 times. * * * 

Rep 1 St and 2nd rows 22 (28-28-34) times. 

Break off yarn and leave sts on a stitch-holder. 

RIGHT FRONT BAND. Work as for Left Front Band to * * V 
* * * • 3rd row — Rib 4, y fwd, K2 tog (buttonhole), rib 3. 
Work 7 (9-9-11) rows rib. 

Rep from **** to **** 4 times, then 3rd row once ... 6 
buttonholes. 

Work 4 (6-6-8) rows rib. 

Leave sts on needle, do not break off yarn. 

NECKBAND. Using back-stitch, join raglan seams, noting 
that tops of sleeves form part of neckline. Sew front bands 
in position. With right side facing and using 3.25 (No 10) 
Needle holding right front band sts, knit up 51 (53-57-63) 
sts evenly around neck, then work In rib across left front 
band sts ... 69 (71-75-81) sts. 

1st row — K1 , • PI , K1 . rep from * to end. 

Work 6 rows rib, working a buttonhole (as before) in 3rd 
row. 

Cast off loosely in rib. 

MAKE UP. With a slightly damp cloth and warm iron, press 
lightly. Using back-stitch, join side and sleeve seams. Sew 
on buttons. Press seams. 



MEDIUM BUTTONING CARDIGAN (1c, Id) 

BACK AND SLEEVES. Work as for High Buttoning 
Cardigan. 



LEFT FRONT. Work as for Left Front of High Buttoning 
Cardigan to 

Shape raglan and front slope — 1st row — Cast off 2 
sts. knit to last 2 sts. sll , K1 , psso. 

Dec at armhole edge in 4th (2nd-2nd-2nd) and alt rows 14 
(16-16-18) times In all, then in every row 0 (0-3-3) times. 
AT SAME TIME dec at front edge in foil 4th rows 6 (7-7-8) 
times... 2 sts. 

A and B only — Work 1 row. 

All Sizes — K2 tog. 

Fasten off. 

RIGHT FRONT. Work to correspond with Left Front, 
working ‘‘K2 tog” in place of ‘‘sll, K1, psso”. 

FRONT BAND. Using back-stitch, join raglan seams, 
noting that tops of sleeves form part of neckline. 

Using 3.25 (No 1 0) Needles, cast on 9 sts. 

Work 2 rows rib as for Back. 

* * * 3rd row — Rib 4, y fwd, K2 tog (buttonhole), rib 3. 

Work 7 (9-1 1-13) rows rib. *** 

Rep from *** to *** twice, then 3rd row once ... 4 
buttonholes. 

Cont without further buttonholes until band is length 
required to fit (slightly stretched) along fronts, across back 
of neck and tops of sleeves. 

Cast off in rib. 

MAKE UP. With a slightly damp cloth and warm iron, press 
lightly. Using back-stitch, join side and sleeve seams. Sew 
front band in position. Sew on buttons. Press seams.

Beehive Knitting Needles; A Stitch Holder for High 
Buttoning Cardigan; Milward Tapestry Needle for sewing 
seams; 7 Buttons for High Buttoning Cardigan; 4 Buttons 
for Medium Buttoning Cardigan. 

TENSION — 26Vi sts to 10 cm (approx 4 ins) in width 
over stocking st. 

ABBREVIATIONS — See page 3.
